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REPORT  BY  THE  DIRECTORS 


OP  THE 

DUNDEE  ROYAL  LUNATIC  ASYLUM 


TO  THE 

ANNUAL  GENERAL  COURT, 

JUNE  1  8  S  0. 


In  laying  this  the  Sixtieth  Annual  Report  before 
their  constituents,  the  Directors  record  with  pleasure 
the  prosperous  and  satisfactory  condition  of  the 
Institution. 

During  the  past  year,  the  number  of  Patients  in 
the  House  has  been  large,  but  through  the  care  and 
attention  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  Matron, 
the  Patients  it  is  believed  have  not  suffered  in  con¬ 
sequence  either  in  their  health  or  comfort.  In  con¬ 
firmation  of  this  statement,  the  Directors  would  quote 
the  following  observations  from  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  in  Lunacy,  who  visited  the  Asylum  during 
the  past  year  : — 
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“  The  Asylum  now  occupies  a  merely  temporary 
position.  The  management  however  continues  to  be 
conducted  with  as  much  efficiency  and  success  as 
heretofore.  The  structural  and  situational  defects  of 
the  Asylum  and  its  crowded  state  increase  the 
difficulties  of  management,  but  they  are  to  a  large 
extent  overcome  by  a  constant  and  careful  supervision 
on  the  part  of  Dr  Rorie.” 

The  Medical  Superintendent’s  Report  will  afford 
full  information  as  to  the  Patients  who  have  been 
under  treatment  in  the  Asylum  during  the  year. 

The  Pauper  Asylum  at  West  Green  is  rapidly 
approaching  completion,  and  the  Directors  believe  that 
in  the  course  of  next  season  it  will  be  ready  for 
occupation.  The  Architects  have  kindly  furnished 
the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  present  position 
of  the  work  : — 

“  The  Main  Building  of  the  Pauper  Asylum  will 
soon  be  completed.  In  external  appearance  it  is  almost 
finished,  and  the  internal  fittings  are  progressing 
favourably.  The  workshops  are  roofed  in,  and  the 
laundry  is  being  founded.  About  half  of  the  first 
storey  of  the  Medical  Superintendent’s  house  is  built. 
A  belt  of  trees  has  been  planted  all  round  the 
grounds.” 

In  October  last  the  Directors  were  approached  by 
the  Dundee  Combination  Parochial  Board,  with  the 
view  of  considering  the  practicability  of  boarding  a 
greater  number  of  Pauper  Lunatics  belonging  to  the 


1  Parish  in  the  Asylum  at  West  Green,  and  also  the 
lowest  rate  of  board  to  be  charged  for  such  patients, 
i  A  Sub -Committee  was  appointed,  which  had  sundry 
Meetings  with  the  Committee  of  the  Parochial  Board, 
the  result  of  which  was,  that  the  Sub-Committee  re¬ 
ported  that  they  had  met  the  Committee  of  the  Dundee 
Combination  Parish  and  had  a  lengthened  conversation 
with  them,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  Parochial 
Board  were  under  any  circumstances  to  provide  accom¬ 
modation  for  a  certain  number  of  Lunatic  Paupers, 
and  that  consequently  they  could  not  undertake  to 
send  all  their  Lunatic  Paupers  to  the  Asylum.  The 
Committee  therefore  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  proceed 
further  with  the  consideration  of  the  subject. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  Treasurer’s  Beport 
that  the  Income  of  the  Institution  has  during  the  past 
year  been  ....  £7684  8  10

shewing  a  surplus  of  .  .  £853  13  0 

On  referring  to  the  Medical  Superintendent’s 
Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  on  16th  June  last  there 
were  259  patients  in  the  Asylum,  107  males  and  152 
females,  while  at  present  there  are  also  259,  that 
number  being  made  up  of  111  males  and  148 
females ;  115  patients  having  been  admitted  during 
the  year,  43  having  recovered,  26  having  died,  21 
having  been  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poor- 
house,  and  17  to  other  Asylums,  3  by  friends,  im- 
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proved,  and  five  by  Minutes  of  Dundee  Combination 
Parochial  Board. 

Since  the  Annual  Meeting  in  June  last,  the  Meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Committee  of  Management  and  of  the 
Building  Committee  have  been  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
and  all  the  Directors  have  got  notice  of  these  Meetings, 
lhe  Minutes  of  Meeting  have  also  been  printed  and 
sent  to  the  Directors  before  each  of  the  Quarterly 
Courts,  an  arrangement  which  has  been  found  to  work 
satisfactorily. 

In  conclusion  the  Directors  have  to  report  their 
continued  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  the 
different  officials  of  the  Asylum  discharge  their  duties.

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The  following  twenty-six  parishes,  the  parishioners  of  which  have 
contributed  <£20  or  more  to  the  funds  of  the  Asylum,  are  entitled  to 
have  their  pauper  patients  admitted  into  the  lowest  class,  and  are 
accordingly  charged  the  lowest  rate  of  board  ;  but  no  other  parish,  since 
1823,  can  claim  the  privilege.  The  parish  of  St.  Andrews  was  privileged 
in  1837,  and  the  parish  of  Kingsbarns  in  1852,  to  have  each  one  patient 
only  in  the  Asylum  at  the  lowest  rate  of  board.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Grant  moved  that  the  Report  now  read  be  adopted  as 
the  Sixtieth  Report  of  the  Institution,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Dr.  Rorie  read  the  Medical  Report. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors,  the 
Medical  Report,  and  the  Abstract  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  for 
the  past  year,  be  circulated  as  usual,

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MEDICAL  REPORT. 

21st  JUNE  188  0. 


At  the  date  of  last  Annual  Meeting  the  number  of  patients 
resident  in  the  Asylum  was  107  males  and  152  females ;  total, 
259.  Of  these,  52,  namely,  23  males  and  29  females,  were 
private  patients,  and  207,  namely,  84  males  and  123  females 
were  paupers. 

115  have  since  been  admitted,  of  whom  41  were  males  and 
74  females.  17  of  these  were  private  cases,  that  is,  patients 
the  expense  of  whose  maintenance  was  defrayed  by  their 
relatives  or  friends ;  and  98  were  pauper  patients,  chargeable 
to  the  parishes  of  Dundee  Combination,  South  Leith,  Perth, 
Clunie,  City  of  Glasgow,  St.  Nicholas  Aberdeen,  Kettins,  Mains 
and  Strathmartine,  Methven,  City  Parish  Edinburgh,  Monifieth, 
St.  Cuthbert’s  Edinburgh,  Kinnettles,  and  Kirriemuir. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  has  therefore  been  374, 
being  6  in  excess  of  last  year. 

Of  these,  43  have  been  discharged  recovered,  namely,  16 
males  and  27  females;  17  pauper  patients,  chargeable  to 
parishes  beyond  the  district,  were  transferred  to  other  Asylums 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Lunacy  Acts;  21 
were  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses ;  3  were 
removed  by  their  friends,  improved,  and  5  by  minutes  of  the 
Dundee  Combination  Parochial  Board, 
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26  patients  have  died,  of  whom  11  were  males  and  15 
females. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  number 
admitted  is  therefore  3 7 ‘3 8,  while  that  of  the  deaths  on  the 
whole  number  under  treatment  is  6 ‘9 5. 

39  of  the  patients  admitted  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
mania ;  27  from  monomania ;  21  from  dementia ;  14  from  melan¬ 
cholia  ;  7  from  idiocy ;  3  from  puerperal  mania ;  1  from  dipso¬ 
mania  ;  1  from  epileptic  mania ;  and  2  from  general  paralysis. 
The  physical  condition  of  the  patients  on  admission  continues 
to  present  the  usual  unsatisfactory  and  discouraging  character. 
Only  39  were  in  really  good  health ;  35  were  in  a  fair  or  in¬ 
different  condition  ;  24  were  frail,  weak,  and  emaciated ;  6  were 
frail  and  paralytic ;  3  were  in  a  very  frail  state,  one  of  whom 
was  84  years  of  age  and  suffering  from  extensive  cancer  of  the 
breast ;  2  were  blind ;  1  was  deaf  and  dumb ;  and  5  were 
epileptic. 

17  patients  were  brought  to  the  Asylum  from  other  public 
institutions  in  town  :  1  from  the  Prison ;  1  from  the  Home ;  1 
from  the  Infirmary ;  and  14  from  the  Poorhouses.  Of  the  last 
mentioned,  2  were  suffering  from  advanced  paralysis ;  and  4  so 
frail  that  they  lived  only  10  days ;  13  days ;  3 £  months ;  and  5£ 
months  respectively  after  admission.  Three  of  the  patients 
admitted  had  previously  been  under  treatment  in  the  Asylum, 
had  been  transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  Poorhouses, 
and,  having  become  unsuitable  for  detention  there,  were  re¬ 
placed  in  the  Asylum  on  new  Sheriffs’  orders. 

21  patients  had  on  one  or  more  previous  occasions  been 
inmates  of  the  Asylum,  but  in  several  instances  a  considerable 
interval  had  occurred  between  the  times  of  their  admission — 
in  one  case  extending  to  13,  in  another  to  33  years.  Many 
were  well  advanced  in  years  at  the  time  of  their  admission,  the 
ages  of  11  of  the  oldest  being  60,  60,  63,  69,  70,  70,  71,  72, 
74,  79,  and  84  respectively. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  recovered,  14  had  been  under 
treatment  for  periods  varying  from  18  days  to  3  months ;  12 
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under  6  months ;  6  under  9  months ;  4  under  1  year  ;  4  under 
2  years,  and  3  from  2  to  3  years. 

Of  the  patients  removed  not  recovered,  21  were  transferred 
to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  Dundee  Poorhouses,  making  a 
total  of  312  who  have  thus  left  the  Asylum  since  December 

1864. 

The  obituary  register  contains  26  entries  for  the  past  year, 
referring  to  11  male  and  15  female  patients.  In  7  cases  death 
resulted  from  phthisis;  in  4  from  epilepsy;  in  4  from 
paralysis ;  in  2  from  heart  disease  ;  in  2  from  exhaustion  ;  in  2 
from  cancer  of  breast ;  and  in  one  case  each  from  pulmonary 
congestion,  bronchitis,  chronic  enteritis,  general  paralysis,  and 
apoplexy.  The  average  age  at  death  was  47x1  y^ars.  In  three 
cases  the  patients  had  reached  the  advanced  ages  of  71,  74,  and 
85  years. 

In  16  instances  the  patients  had  been  resident  in  the 
Asylum  for  periods  varying  from  only  10  days  to  12  months 
in  duration,  in  the  great  majority,  from  causes  which  vrere  in 
active  operation  at  the  time  of  their  admission ;  but  several 
had  been  long  continuously  resident  in  the  Institution,  in  one 
case  for  fully  30,  in  two  over  34,  and  in  one  for  fully  35  years. 

Only  one  accident  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  has  occurred, 
namely,  in  the  case  of  a  female  pauper  patient,  who  in  a  sudden 
paroxysm  of  excitement  pushed  her  arm  through  a  pane  of 
glass,  severely  lacerating  her  forearm  and  nearly  severing  the 
ulnar  artery.  The  bleeding  vessel  was  at  once  secured  by 
ligatures  and  the  wound  rapidly  healed.  Had  surgical  aid  not 
been  at  once  rendered  however,  this  injury  might  in  a  very 
short  time  have  terminated  fatally  ;  and  the  possibility  of  the 
recurrence  of  such  accidents  shows  the  imperative  necessity 
for  efficient  assistance  being  at  all  times  and  immediately 
available.  This  can  only  be  satisfactorily  provided  by  the 
addition  of  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  to  the  staff,  as  sug¬ 
gested  in  last  year’s  Report. 

No  marked  deviation  has  taken  place  from  the  system  of 
treatment  usually  pursued.  In  many  instances  exercise,  the 
regularity  of  habits,  the  result  of  the  general  loutine  of  the 
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establishment,  combined  with  a  liberal  and  nutritious  dietary, 
have  sufficed  to  restore  perfect  mental  and  bodily  health.  In 
others,  frequent  and  continued  medicinal  treatment  has  been 
necessary,  further  details  of  which,  however,  would  be  out  of 
place  in  a  report  such  as  the  present.  Of  equal  value  have 
been  the  operations  of  the  various  so-called  moral  agencies, 
which  in  the  forms  of  occupation,  recreation,  and  amusements, 
serve  powerfully  to  excite  and  to  arrest  the  attention  of  the 
patients,  and  often  prove  successful  when  all  other  means  fail. 
Prominent  among  these  has  been  the  occupation  afforded  by 
the  garden  and  general  grounds,  which  have  given  constant  em¬ 
ployment  to  from  20  to  30  male  patients.  The  tailor’s,  shoe¬ 
maker’s,  and  wright’s  shops,  and  general  house  work,  have  also 
contributed  to  the  list  of  the  regularly  employed,  while 
occasional  employment  has  also  been  found  for  from  12  to  14 
male  patients  in  teasing  and  refilling  the  hair  mattresses.  On 
the  female  side  from  25  to  30  patients  have  been  daily  at  work 
in  the  laundry  and  kitchen;  about  60  employed  in  sewing, 
knitting,  dressmaking,  rugmaking,  &c. ;  and  30  usefully  and 
pretty  constantly  engaged  in  scrubbing  and  other  domestic 
duties.  In  the  general  amusements  and  recreations,  which  re¬ 
garded  as  curative  agents  are  merely  mild  forms  of  occupation, 
a  large  proportion  of  the  population  have  joined.  The  liberal 
supply  of  daily  newspapers  and  of  weekly  and  monthly  period¬ 
icals,  &c.  and  the  numerous  books  now  in  the  Asylum  Library, 
have  afforded  ample  means  for  gratifying  the  taste  for  reading 
and  general  literature.  The  daily  walking  parties  into  the 
country  have  been  engaged  in  by  about  two-thirds  of  the  in¬ 
mates  ;  while  all  the  private  patients,  in  small  parties,  have 
had  opportunities  of  enjoying  drives  to  various  places  in  the 
neighbourhood  at  least  once  a  week,  and  in  many  cases  much 
oftener.  Two  garden  tea  parties,  followed  by  two  hours’  danc¬ 
ing  on  the  green,  proved  a  source  of  much  pleasure  and  benefit, 
and  in  these  as  many  as  190  and  200  patients  were  able  to 
take  part.  The  annual  picnic  parties  all  proved  successful 
and  passed  off  without  accident.  They  were  more  numerous 
than  in  former  years,  and  were  shared  in  by  companies  of  from 
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14  to  16  in  number  on  each  occasion.  They  generally  occupied 
the  whole  day ;  numerous  places  of  interest  being  selected, 
generally  about  12  to  14  miles  from  town.  During  the  winter 
months  the  usual  balls  held  once  a  fortnight  were  regularly 
attended  by  from  100  to  120  patients,  and  the  success  of  these 
entertainments  was  much  enhanced  by  the  kindness  of  a  few 
musical  friends  from  town,  who  by  occasional  glees,  songs,  &c. 
contributed  much  to  the  general  enjoyment.  Many  are  now 
permitted  beyond  the  boundaries  on  parole ;  and  on  one  occasion 
a  patient  was  allowed  to  visit  his  friends  in  Blairgowrie  alone 
for  a  few  days,  much  to  his  satisfaction.  The  various  concerts, 
the  circus,  panoramas,  and  pantomime,  &c.  were  as  usual  visited 
by  selected  parties  with  advantage  and  benefit.  From  130  to 
140  regularly  attend  religious  exercises  in  the  Asylum,  and 
parties  of  from  8  to  10  quiet  or  convalescent  cases  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  visit  other  churches  in  town,  in  two  of  which  seats 
have  been  taken  for  the  patients’  accommodation  and  con¬ 
venience. 

Notwithstanding  the  troublesome  and  expensive  character 
of  the  majority  of  the  pauper  patients  now  resident  in  the 
Asylum,  no  necessity  has  as  yet  arisen  for  altering  the  rate  of 
board  charged  for  their  maintenance.  Indeed,  it  may  safely  be 
affirmed  that  since  the  opening  of  the  Institution  in  1820,  the 
charge  made  for  this  class  of  patients  has  never  exceeded  what 
was  found  to  be  absolutely  and  barely  necessary  for  their  sup¬ 
port.  As  the  subject  of  the  care  of  the  Insane — which, 
especially  in  regard  to  the  poorer  classes,  must  always  be  regulated 
more  or  less  by  fiscal  and  pecuniary  considerations — has  recently 
been  brought  under  the  notice  of  Parliament  in  a  debate  in  the 
House  of  Commons  (on  8th  June),  and,  in  all  probability,  will 
soon  engage  more  general  attention,  and  as  the  experience  of 
an  Asylum  so  long  established  as  that  of  Dundee  cannot  fail 
to  prove  instructive,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  enter 
somewhat  more  fully  into  details  in  this  matter. 

When  this  Asylum  was  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients 
in  1820,  the  rate  charged  for  pauper  cases  received  from  privi¬ 
leged  parishes  was  7/-  per  week,  and  this  rate  remained  un- 
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changed  for  eight  years.  In  1828,  however,  “inconsequence 
of  the  reduced  price  of  provisions  and  other  circumstances,” 
this  charge  was  lowered  to  6/-  per  week,  and  remained  at  that 
figure  till  1835  when  a  further  reduction  to  5/-  per  week  was 
effected,  which  it  is  stated  in  the  Annual  Eeport  for  that  year 
“  did  not  more  than  cover  the  actual  outlay  of  the  House  upon 
the  individual.”  Indeed,  at  this  date,  the  idea  seems  to  have 
been  seriously  entertained  by  the  Directors  of  endeavouring  to 
give  gratuitous  treatment  in  the  Asylum  to  this  class  of 
patients,  but  the  amount  of  debt  then  existing  appears  to  have 
prevented  the  scheme  from  being  actually  put  in  operation. 
The  5/-  rate  however  continued  unaltered  for  twelve  years  till 
1847,  when,  in  consequence  of  the  high  rate  of  interest  charged 
on  the  debt,  which  then  amounted  to  fully  £9000,  and  the  un¬ 
usually  high  price  of  provisions,  it  was  found  necessary  to  raise 
it  to  6/-  per  week.  For  another  twelve  years  no  change  took 
place,  and  even  in  1859,  when  this  rate  was  changed  to  8/-  per 
week,  the  alteration  was  more  a  new  agreement  entered  into  with 
the  parishes  than  an  increase  in  the  charge  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  patients,  as  the  Asylum  then  undertook  new  obligations 
in  agreeing  to  provide  and  maintain  wearing  apparel,  clothing, 
shoes,  &c.  for  the  inmates  so  long  as  they  remained  in  the 
Asylum — articles  which  previously  had  been  supplied  by  the 
respective  parishes — and  for  the  augmented  expenditure  thus 
incurred  the  difference  in  the  rate  was  in  a  great  measure 
merely  an  equivalent  charge. 

The  subsequent  alterations  in  the  rates  charged  for  this 
class  of  patients  were  due  to  a  cause  which  hitherto  had  not 
been  operative,  and  which  has  now  to  be  considered.  Till  the 
year  1859  the  whole  number  of  patients  admitted  into  the 
Asylum  varied  from  24  to  62  per  annum ;  the  annual  average 
for  the  39  years  being  45*05.  The  total  number  admitted  was 
1757.  Of  these,  804,  or  nearly  50  per  cent.,  left  the  Asylum 
recovered;  but,  as  comparatively  few  of  the  pauper  patients 
belonging  to  the  privileged  parishes  were  removed  unless  re¬ 
covered,  a  gradual  accumulation  of  chronic  cases  of  mild 
character  took  place,  a  large  proportion  being  of  orderly  and 
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industrious  habits,  requiring  but  little  supervision,  and  many 
proving  even  a  source  of  no  small  revenue  to  the  Institution 
from  weaving  and  other  work  they  performed.  ISTow  it  was 
from  the  profit  derived  from  this  class  of  patients  that  the 
Directors  were  enabled  to  maintain  the  low  rates  of  board  for 
all  pauper  patients,  including  those  whose  insanity  was  of 
recent  occurrence,  and  those  of  violent  and  destructive  ten¬ 
dencies,  who  cost  the  Asylum  much  more  than  was  received  for 
their  individual  maintenance.  When,  in  1859,  it  was  accordingly 
proposed  that  the  least  expensive  class  should  be  removed  to 
Poorhouses,  it  was  at  once  seen  that  a  higher  rate  of  board 
would  have  to  be  charged  for  those  left  in  the  Institution. 
And  so,  in  the  Annual  Report  for  that  year,  it  is  stated 
that  “  in  considering  the  question  of  cost  of  patients  in  public 
“  Asylums,  it  will  be  noticed  that  some  patients  cost  the  Asylum 
“  double  as  much  as  others,  and  that  the  charge  made  for  care 
“  and  maintenance  must,  of  course,  be  averaged  upon  those  whose 
“  actual  cost  is  much  greater,  and  those  whose  cost  is  less  than 
“  the  mean.  Consequently  it  would  be  unfair  and  unreasonable 
“  for  any  Parochial  Board  to  say  of  any  single  patient  that  he 
“  could  be  maintained  for  a  smaller  sum  than  that  charged,  when 
“  the  probability  is  that  there  are  or  have  been  patients  in  the 
“  Asylum  from  the  same  parish  whose  actual  cost  to  the  Asylum 
“  has  been  much  greater  than  that  charged  to  the  parish.  The 
“  actual  cost  of  an  individual  patient,  if  all  things  are  taken  into 
“  consideration,  is  often  very  far  above  the  average.  The  fact 
“  should  be  attentively  looked  at,  that  if  all  the  industrious  and 
“  useful  patients  were  to  be  removed  from  the  Asylum,  the  in- 
“  evitable  result  must  be  that  the  average  cost  of  those  who  re- 
“  mained  would  be  augmented,  so  that  the  pecuniary  result  to 
“  the  Parochial  Boards  would  be  much  the  same.  For  instance, 
“  there  are  patients  under  our  care  who  cost  the  Institution  about 
“  twelve  shillings  a  week  at  the  same  moment  that  we  are  receiv- 
“  ing  from  Parochial  Boards  only  eight  shillings.  Leaving  out  of 
“  consideration  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  it  would  be  obviously 
“  unfair  and  unreasonable  that  a  parish  having  four  patients  in 
“  the  Asylum,  the  actual  cost  of  two  of  whom  was  twelve  shillings 


“  a  week  and  the  cost  of  the  other  two  was  only  four  shillings  a 
“  week,  should  be  allowed  to  remove  the  two  who  cost  the  smaller 
“  sum  and  be  still  permitted  to  leave  the  other  two  at  the  average 
“  charge  of  eight  shillings  a  week/' 

Now  what  was  here  so  clearly  foreseen  is  precisely  what  has 
since  taken  place.  Since  1864  the  quiet,  manageable,  industrious, 
and  least  expensive  class  of  patients  has  been  steadily  and 
systematically  removed  from  the  Asylum  to  the  extent,  as  has 
already  been  mentioned,  of  312  in  all.  The  vacancies  thus  result¬ 
ing  have  been  filled  not  only  partly  by  the  gradual  accumulation  of 
paralytic  and  epileptic  patients  and  by  chronic  cases  of  degraded  or 
dangerous  character  considered  unsuitable  for  transference  to  the 
Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses,  but  principally  by  an  almost 
equally  expensive  class  of  cases,  namely,  by  the  admission  of  an 
unprecedentedly  large  number  of  patients  whose  insanity  was  of 
recent  origin.  Thus,  while  as  was  already  stated  during  the 
39  years  preceding  1859,  the  average  annual  admissions  was 
45,05,  the  corresponding  average  for  the  last  four  years  has  been 
116 — 103  patients  having  been  admitted  in  1876,  132  in  1877, 
114  in  1878,  and  115  last  year. 

It  must  be  evident  that  unless  the  Asylum  happened  to  be 
financially  in  an  exceptionally  favourable  condition,  a  very  con¬ 
siderable  increase  in  the  rate  would  have  been  necessary  under  the 
above  circumstances ;  but  this  again,  fortunately  for  the  rate¬ 
payers,  was  the  case.  The  total  debt  on  the  Asylum  in  1865 
amounted  to  little  more  than  L'3000,  and  even  this  in  1871  was 
completely  extinguished,  principally  by  legacies  left  to  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  the  amount  of  one  so  left  in  1869  being  no  less  than 
£2585.  Accordingly  we  find  that  although  the  removal  from 
the  Asylum  of  the  least  expensive  class  began  in  December  1864, 
and  although  Sir  James  Coxe,  one  of  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy,  in  his  report  (11th  Dec.  1866)  in  pointing  out  that  as 
this  interchange  of  patients  consisted  in  “  taking  out  good  cases 
and  sending  in  bad,"  had  already  resulted  in  “  an  accumulation 
beyond  a  proper  proportion  of  excited,  destructive,  and  expen¬ 
sive  patients  in  the  Asylum,"  and  that  the  Directors  would 
“find  themselves  compelled  to  raise  the  rate  of  payment  for 
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parochial  patients/'  no  alteration  on  this  rate  was  made  till 
1868,  when  these  changes  beginning  seriously  to  affect  the 
financial  state  of  the  Asylum  the  rate  was  raised  to  9/-  as  a 
tentative  measure.  This  proving  insufficient,  a  further  increase 
to  9/6  was  made  in  1873  ;  but  it  was  not  until  the  rate  was  raised 
to  10/-  in  1875  that  a  satisfactory  balance  between  income  and 
expenditure  was  reached. 

But  although  the  present  charge  of  10/-  per  week  or  £26 
per  annum  seems  high  when  compared  with  the  rates  formerly 
adopted  in  the  Dundee  Asylum,  it  will,  especially  where  the 
exceptionally  expensive  class  of  patients  now  resident  is  also 
taken  into  account,  be  found  to  contrast  favourably  with  those 
of  other  similar  Institutions.  From  a  Parliamentary  Beturn 
relating  to  Lunatic  Asylums,  ordered  by  the  House  of  Commons 
to  be  printed,  of  date  14th  August  1878,  we  learn  that,  while 
the  annual  rate  of  board  per  head  of  pauper  patients  belonging 
to  parishes  within  the  district  in  the  Dumfries  Royal  Asylum  is 
£22  ;  in  the  Montrose  Royal  Asylum  the  rates  are  £24  10/- 
and  £27,  according  as  the  parishes  have  or  have  not  Lunatic 
Wards.  In  Edinburgh  Royal  Asylum  the  rate  is  £27 ;  in  Aber¬ 
deen  Royal  Asylum  £28;  and  in  Glasgow  Royal  Asylum 
£32  5s.  8d.,  £35  10s.  8d.  and  £38  2s.  8d.,  the  first  being  for 
patients  from  privileged  parishes,  the  second  and  third  for  those 
from  non-privileged  parishes,  according  as  all  or  part  of  their 
lunatics  are  sent  to  the  Asylum.  Again  as  regards  District 
Asylums,  while  in  Banff  the  rate  is  £22  16s.  3d. ;  in  Argyll 
£24  14s. ;  and  in  Elgin  and  in  Ayr  £25  ;  in  Fife,  Haddington, 
Roxburgh,  and  Stirling  it  is  £26 ;  in  Inverness  £27 ;  and  in 
Midlothian  and  in  Perth  £28 ; — the  average  of  all  these  Insti¬ 
tutions  being  £27  4s.  lid.  And  in  the  Parochial  Asylums, 
while  in  those  of  Greenock  the  rate  is  £21  4s.  8d.  and  in  Go  van 
£21  13s.  4d.,  in  the  Barony  Parochial  Asylum  it  is  £26,  in 
Abbey  and  the  Glasgow  City  Parochial  Asylums  £32  10s. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  lower  rates,  it  may 
here  be  mentioned  that  the  restrictions  adopted  some  years  ago  in 
regard  to  the  admission  of  private  patients  have,  during  the  past 
year,  been  to  a  certain  extent  relaxed.  Owing  to  the  limited 
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amount  of  pauper  accommodation  in  the  present  Asylum,  it  was, 
a  few  years,  ago  deemed  advisable  not  to  admit  private  patients 
at  a  lower  rate  than  21  /-  per  week, — a  step  at  the  time  unavoid¬ 
able,  but  not  the  less  proving  a  hardship  to  many.  In  view, 
however,  of  the  probable  early  completion  of  the  pauper  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  New  Asylum,  and  after  a  careful  consideration  of 
the  amount  of  accommodation  at  present  available,  it  has  been 
thought  that  the  lower  rates  might  now  with  safety  be  returned 
to.  Accordingly  during  the  past  year  several  private  patients 
have  been  admitted  at  15/-  per  week  as  formerly,  and  in  one  or 
two  urgent  instances  at  the  pauper  rates,  in  terms  of  the  Bye¬ 
laws. 

Although  the  admissions  during  the  last  few  years  have 
been  numerous,  no  serious  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in 
providing  for  the  satisfactory  and  suitable  accommodation  of  the 
patients.  The  additions  recently  made  and  referred  to  in  last- 
year's  Report  have  been  found  to  answer  well  as  convenient  and 
comfortable  day-rooms  and  dormitories  ;  and  the  system,  then  in¬ 
troduced,  of  collecting  the  epileptic,  paralytic,  and  infirm,  and 
placing  them  under  the  care  of  night  attendants,  has  given  very 
satisfactory  results.  On  these  patients  retiring  to  rest,  the  night 
attendants  enter  on  their  duties  in  the  adjoining  day-room ;  the 
doors  of  the  dormitories  communicating  with  this  room  are  kept 
always  open,  and  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the  patients  can 
thus  be  immediately  and  readily  attended  to.  In  this  manner 
many  are  enabled  to  pass  the  night  in  quietness,  safety,  and  under 
constant  supervision,  who  otherwise  would  have  required  separate 
bedrooms,  and  from  the  necessary  uncertainty  of  their  condition 
during  the  night,  unless  when  specially  visited,  would  have  been 
a  source  of  constant  anxiety. 

This  epitome  of  the  past  year's  proceedings  would  be  incom¬ 
plete  were  no  reference  made  to  the  valuable  advice  and 
experienced  counsels  of  Dr.  Nimmo,  the  Consulting  Physician, 
which  have  at  all  times  been  readily  and  promptly  available,  and 
to  the  zeal  and  efficiency  with  which  Miss  Bayne  discharges  her 
duties  as  Matron  of  the  Establishment.  Nor  should  the  services 


of  the  Attendants  and  Servants  be  overlooked,  who  continue  to 
act  with  fidelity  and  intelligence. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  tender  my  acknowledgments  to 
the  Directors  of  the  Asylum  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me, 
and  for  the  uniform  support  which  I  have  received  from  them 
during  the  twenty  years  I  have  held  the  appointment  of  Resident 
Physician  and  Superintendent  of  the  Institution.

When  a  patient  is  admitted,  one  Quarter’s  Board  and  the  Physician’s  Fee, 
as  fixed  by  the  Directors,  shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Resident 
Physician,  and  afterwards  in  advance  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer,  on  the  1st 
day  of  January,  the  1st  of  April,  the  1st  of  July,  and  the  1st  of  October. 
No  part  of  any  payment  in  advance,  except  in  the  cases  of  paupers,  shall  be 
returned,  except  in  special  cases  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Weekly  Committee  ; 
and  if  any  patients  who  have  been  removed  shall  return  to  the  Asylum,  they 
shall  be  admitted  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  never  been  in  the 
Asylum,  and  pay  accordingly.  If  not  removed  within  a  year,  the  above  fees 
to  be  repeated  annually  at  the  date  of  admission,  as  long  as  the  patient 
remains  in  the  House. 

No  Fees  are  paid  for  Paupers. 

The  Patient  shall  have  no  claim  to  remuneration  for  work  done  in  the  House.
